REPORT TO STOCKHOLDERS 


We are pleased to report on the Company's progress for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1962. A financial summary is on the 
preceding page. This year, although not equal to last, was one 
of our best years. 

Net income was $15,295,933, compared with $15,829,839 
the year before. This amounted to $3.62 per share of common 
stock, as compared with $3.72 per share in the previous year. 

Dividends received from all non-consolidated subsidiary 
companies amounted to $2,416,303 last year, or $.60 per com¬ 
mon share, as compared with $828,880, or $.21 per common 
share in the previous year. It is the practice to leave abroad 
a considerable part of the earnings of the non-consolidated 
subsidiary companies in order to finance their expansion. How¬ 
ever, this year it was deemed desirable to withdraw accumu¬ 
lated earnings of the English subsidiary in excess of its 
current financial needs. 

The business of the Burry Biscuit Corporation and its sub¬ 
sidiaries was acquired for 306,972 shares of common stock on 
January 5, 1962. The financial statements of previous years 
shown herein have been restated to include the Burry opera¬ 
tions. 

Due to a considerable amount of non-recurring expense, 
the Burry earnings were less than in the previous year. How¬ 
ever, as reported in our dividend enclosure of July 20, 1962, 
we are very pleased with this acquisition. The Burry line has 
been broadened this year by the addition of several new spe¬ 
cialty crackers and cookies which are enjoying good accept¬ 
ance. Cal Ray Bakeries Inc., a subsidiary company operating 
in California, Arizona, and New Mexico, recently acquired ad¬ 
ditional manufacturing facilities which are needed for the 
efficient expansion of these activities on the West Coast. 

Dividends totaling $2.20 per share were declared on The 
Quaker Oats Company common shares outstanding on the 
record dates. 

Sales amounted to $364,692,903, as compared with 
$370,069,740 the year before. The small decline was principally 
in domestic grain and Canadian export sales. 

* * * 

Our total combined sales of grocery store, institutional, and 
industrial products showed a slight gain for the year. 

We are gratified by the success of Life, our new ready-to- 
eat oat cereal. Since its introduction it has gained in popular¬ 
ity. Both our market share and volume continue to increase. 










The introduction of the large size package has been quite 
successful. 

Our Aunt Jemima Mixes showed continued growth during 
the year in the face of severe competition. 

We experienced small losses in volume on Quaker Puffed 
Wheat and Quaker Puffed Rice and Quaker Corn Meal and 
Quaker Grits. 

In the case of Quaker Oats and Mother’s Oats, we main¬ 
tained our share of the hot cereal market, but our volume was 
lower than the previous year. 

Within the past year and a half, the Federal Government 
has rapidly expanded the donation of surplus agricultural 
commodities under the Direct Distribution Program of the 
Department of Agriculture. This expanded give-away of foods 
has deprived the grocery trade in general and the hot cereal 
industry in particular of a large volume of normal sales. Dona¬ 
tion of flour and corn meal to low income families in this 
country has been authorized since 1955. Rolled oat and rolled 
wheat hot cereals were added in 1961. 

The Government has stated that the basic consideration in 
these donation operations is that they not displace normal 
markets. This is impossible in a program which as of March 
1962 covered over seven million people, not including many 
thousands receiving donated food through schools and other 
institutions in all 50 states. We have clear indications that the 
program is responsible in a significant degree for the reduc¬ 
tion in normal hot cereal sales in the past year. In the spring of 
1961 the hot cereal business, through grocery stores, was ex¬ 
panding at the annual rate of 4%, whereas at the close of our 
past fiscal year it was declining at a 4% rate. 

We are pleased by the continued sales progress of both 
Ken-L Ration dog food and Puss’n Boots cat food. Each is the 
largest seller in its field. We also showed good progress in our 
other nationally distributed pet food lines, which include 
Ken-L Biskit, Ken-L Meal, and Ken-L Treats. 

The pet food field reflects the continuing change in the gro¬ 
cery market. Customers want more variety and choice of 
foods for their pets as well as for themselves. 

* * * 

From an operating standpoint, substantial cost reductions 
in the manufacturing area have been achieved this year 
through the Planned Maintenance Program, designed to keep 
our manufacturing facilities constantly in top operating con¬ 
dition at decreasing annual costs. Initiated in 1958, this pro¬ 
gram has exceeded our expectations in minimizing repair 
costs in all plants and holds promise for continuing improve¬ 
ments in the years ahead. 

Electronic computing and data processing equipment is 
playing an ever increasing role in our controlling and planning 









operations. This equipment is being profitably utilized, not only 
in the accounting functions of our Company but also to formu¬ 
late commercial feeds and to plan inventory control. 

Over-all sales outside the United States were the equivalent 
of $88,000,000, or slightly more than last year, in spite of ex¬ 
change deterioration in several areas. The total included sales 
of $47,000,000 of the non-consolidated companies in Europe, 
Latin America, and Australia, which are not included in the 
consolidated financial statements. Earnings from operations of 
the non-consolidated companies were slightly better than last 
year. Tax and other adjustments increased the reported net 
earnings, converted to XJ.S. dollars at recent exchange rates, 
to $1,600,000 from $1,100,000 in the previous year. 

Our European companies increased their over-all volume 
and profits. However, earnings of all companies in this area 
continue to be affected by introductory costs involved in the 
effort to broaden their product lines. In Denmark two new busi¬ 
nesses were acquired; one in the cake field and the other in 
the biscuit field. New pet food products were introduced in 
several European markets and in Australia. 

In Latin America both volume and profits increased, but 
expressed in dollars, the results approximated those of last 
year. Inflation and resulting exchange weakness are especially 
significant in Argentina and Brazil. In September 1961, a new 
site was acquired in Valencia, Venezuela, and a new plant is 
being built there to expand manufacturing operations in that 
country. 

The Canadian volume was about the same as last year, but 
earnings were substantially better. The grocery products busi¬ 
ness continues to improve, and we are beginning to see the re¬ 
sults of the recent reorganization of the Canadian business and 
the modernization of the facilities at Peterborough, Ontario. 

* * * 

The Chemicals Division has made substantial progress in 
developing new uses for our products. Progress in the develop¬ 
ment of export markets continues. For example, use of resins 
containing furfuryl alcohol in foundries is enabling the indus¬ 
try to achieve lower costs through faster production and better 
castings with less labor. This new technology is finding appli¬ 
cation not only in the United States but also in other industrial 
countries around the world. Our lower prices on tetrahydro- 
furfuryl alcohol have resulted in its new use in plasticizers. 

The furfuryl alcohol plant at Southall, England, which 
started production last year, is operating satisfactorily. Dur¬ 
ing the year a furfuryl alcohol plant was completed and put 
into operation at Omaha, Nebraska. 

* * * 

One of the important divisions of our Company is the Feed 
Division. This past year sales resulted in the second largest 






tonnage year in our history, despite chaotic conditions prevail¬ 
ing in the broiler industry. Poultry overproduction created ex¬ 
tremely low prices, and we, along with other feed manufactur¬ 
ers, suffered a reduction in earnings from broiler feed business. 

The growth in the livestock and poultry industry called for 
further extension of credit. Our receivables were carefully 
supervised, and the reserves were adequate. 

Research plays an increasingly important role in the Com¬ 
pany's operations. We have a commercially-oriented research 
program, geared to our marketing and production needs and 
capabilities. 

During the past year our research and development organ¬ 
ization concluded work on several projects which will move in¬ 
to the marketing phase this year. These are in the cereal, 
frozen prepared food, pet food, and other convenience food 
areas. In addition, important product, packaging, and process 
improvements were made and placed in production. 

Our new concepts in feed research over the past few years 
have resulted in new products which are now being given wide- 
scale distribution. Our field results with these new feeds have 
been very encouraging, and we are hopeful of gaining impor¬ 
tant new volume in this end of our business. Our chemical 
research of the recent past has led to growing applications of 
certain furfural derivatives; our current program shows prom¬ 
ise of yielding other new chemicals with important potential. 

* * * 

We are continuing to broaden our product lines through 
the development of new items. Aunt Jemima Frozen Waffles 
were introduced in the Chicago area several years ago. Sales 
and distribution have expanded steadily, and now this fine 
product is available in major midwestern and eastern cities. 
The original production facilities at Evanston, Illinois, are 
being expanded, and new facilities for servicing the eastern 
markets are in operation at New Brunswick, New Jersey. 
Other production locations are being studied. 

We are test marketing improved frozen pancakes and two 
frozen desserts and have other interesting items under develop¬ 
ment for later introduction in the expanding frozen food field. 

During the past year we have been test marketing a num¬ 
ber of other products. In the food field, results of Aunt Jemima 
Corn Pancake Mix are encouraging. Ken-L Stew shows prom¬ 
ise in the pet food field. We have recently launched Pamper, a 
dry cat food, in several test markets. Within the next few 
months we will be test marketing two additional ready-to-eat 
cereals, two other new food items, and several additions to our 
dog food and cat food lines. 

We feel that this investment in new products is essential 
to the future success of the Company. 










An interesting program has been developed for the grant¬ 
ing of franchises for the construction and operation of pancake 
restaurants under the name “Aunt Jemima's Kitchen." To 
date thirty-seven franchises have been granted. Seven Kitch¬ 
ens are now in operation by licensees in five states. Seven 
more restaurants are under construction, and others are in 
the planning stage in the United States and Canada. The pro¬ 
gram is attracting widespread interest among prospective 
licensees. * * * 

We experienced one strike during the year. It substantially 
curtailed production at our plant at Sherman, Texas, for five 
weeks. Employees left their jobs on June 1 after plant man¬ 
agement and the union had been unable to agree on the terms 
of a new labor contract. Chief issues in dispute were wages, 
work assignment, and seniority provisions that would permit 
improved operating efficiency. The strike ended on July 9 fol¬ 
lowing an agreement with the union that was satisfactory to 
the Company. Strikes are always costly, but through the efforts 
of our salaried production, sales, and office employees at 
Sherman, we were able to take care of customer needs. 

♦ * * 

On January 31, 1962, Dr. Fredus N. Peters, Vice President 

—Research, retired after more than 30 years of service. Dur¬ 
ing this time he guided the growth and development of the 
Company's research program, which has made a significant 
contribution to the Company’s progress. In January 1962, 
Mr. George W. Burry, founder and long time president of 
the Burry Biscuit Corporation was appointed Vice President 
—Burry Biscuit Division. 

* * * 

Our industry, like many others, is confronted with rising 
costs due to higher prices of materials as well as increased 
labor rates. Narrower margins of profit mean lower earnings. 
We are also confronted with more Government regulations 
and substantially increased Government spending, with the 
attendant inflationary deficit financing. To meet these prob¬ 
lems, we intend to strive for greater volume, improve our 
productivity, and constantly effect economies wherever feasible. 

We wish to take this opportunity to express our apprecia¬ 
tion to all of our stockholders and all employees here and 
abroad for their efforts in the past year. We are counting on 
each one of our people in the year ahead to approach his job 
with renewed energy and vigor.

During the year the Company acquired the business of the 
Burry Biscuit Corporation and subsidiaries in exchange for 
Common Stock. The acquisition was treated as a pooling of 
interests and the Statement of Consolidated Income and Earn¬ 
ings Retained in the Business for the year ended June 30, 1962 
(and preceding years as presented) includes the results of 
operations of Burry and subsidiaries prior to acquisition. The 
Consolidated Balance Sheet at June 30, 1961 has been restated 
to include the net assets acquired and 306,972 shares of Quaker 
Common Stock issued in exchange therefor. The par value of 
the shares issued, $1,534,860, is included in Common Stock; 
the amount of Burry’s accumulated earnings at June 30, 1961, 
$2,446,490, is included in Earnings Retained in the Business; 
the remainder, $1,387,931, is included in Amount in Excess of 
Par Value of Common Stock.

The reserves for possible loss on uncollectible accounts de¬ 
ducted from accounts receivable amounted to $1,717,233 at 
June 30, 1962 and $1,653,942 at June 30, 1961. 

Provisions for depreciation for the year ended June 30, 1962 
included in the statement of consolidated income aggregated 
$6,086,715. 

During the year options were exercised under the Managerial 
Stock Option Plan for the purchase of 3,229 shares of Common 
Stock at $60.50 per share. The excess of the proceeds over the 
par value of the stock less expenses of issuance ($173,094) 
was credited to Amount in Excess of Par Value of Common 
























Stock. Options were granted during the year to 212 man¬ 
agerial employees, including officers, for the purchase of 
155,685 shares at $80.50 per share, the market price on the 
date of the grant. Options are exercisable in varying annual 
percentages after one year from date of grant, and expire ten 
years from that date, or earlier under certain conditions. 
Options for 965 shares terminated during the year. At the 
end of the year, options were outstanding for the purchase of 
65,111 shares at $60.50 and 155,685 shares at $80.50 per share, 
and 25,975 shares were available for option.
